However, later on in fall quarter, the Rainer 
Twins gave an unusually entertaining piano concert;

Middle Georgia College was particularly lucky to be 
able to show this year the CIVILISATION films, a 
series of thirteen color films, a personal view of the 
ideas and events of the last sixteen hundred years in 
the history of Western man, written and narrated by 
Kenneth Clark and produced by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation and presented by TIME-LIFE 
films.

Unfortunately, one of the eight losses was to South 
Georgia in the State Tournament, placing MGC 
officially as the number two team in the state. No 
other junior college team came close to their overall 
season record, though. 

For several individual players, the season was one 
they will long remember for their individual perform- 
ances. Wayne Hart and Chuck Adams were named to 
the All-State Tournament team. Six Warriors — Cap- 
tain Jimmy Hamilton, Terry Thompson, Terry Shell, 
Ricky Goss, Ricky Stenholm, and Wayne Hart — were 
selected as All-Conference. 

Ricky Goss finished the season with an incredible 
.446 batting average and tied with Terry Thompson for 
the stolen base lead with 22. The Warriors had a 
wealth of other big bats in the lineup: Terry Shell, 
.350; Ricky Stenholm, .338; Jimmy Hamilton, .333; 
Terry Thompson, .321; Don Sasser, .310; Wayne Hart, 
-292; and Chuck Adams, .284. 

The pitching staff was equally effective. Summie 
Wilson was the stingiest, finishing the season with a 
0.24 earned run average. Tom Ritch pitched a perfect 
game and allowed only 1.34 earned runs. Jimmy

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Louis Cleveland Alderman was born in Douglas, 


Georgia, and is a graduate of South Georgia College. He 
received his A.B. in biology at Emory University and his 
MS. in parasitology at the University of Georgia. In 1959 
he received his doctorate in administration of higher edu- 
cation from Auburn University. Dr. Alderman and his wife, 
the former Anne Whipple, have four children. Dr. 
Alderman comments on the role of institutions of higher 
learning: 

“In the present day when our institutions of higher edu- 
cation — indeed those institutions which have been 
traditional bastions of truth and moral concern — are 
severely attacked and some portions of their effectiveness 
destroyed, we would do well to heed a warning issued by 
America’s great historian, Henry Steele Commager: 


The college or university is the most 
honorable and least corrupt institution in American 
life. It is, with the church, the one institution that 
associates us with the past and the future, the one in- 
stitution that has, through all of our history, served, or 
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tried to serve, the interests of the whole of mankind 
and the interests of truth. 

No other institution can perform the 
functions which the college or university performs, no 
other can fill the place which it has for so long filled, 
and with such intellectual and moral affluence. 

If we destroy the college or university, 
we will destroy a unique institution. As the integrity of 
civilization depends in part on the college or universi- 
ty, we will be dealing an irreparable blow to a civiliza- 
tion now in moral peril. 


We must not forget that a college or university is not 
only a place; it is a spirit. It is not only a collection of 
books, but it is men of learning. It is not only laboratories 
where work in science goes forward, but it is also the 
source of the teaching of the beauties of literature and the 
arts. It is not only the center where ambitious youth 
gathers to learn, but it is the place from whence lasting 
values are derived. It protests against error, and strives to 
lead men by reason rather than by force.”

“We live in an everchanging society in which education 
is essential to success and personal satisfaction. Essential 
to success because the pleasure of survival in our highly 
mechanized civilization depends heavily upon the facility 
with which developed skills of mind and body can be 
applied to the complexities of modern living. Essential to 
personal satisfaction because an understanding of the 
functions, demands, and limitations of nature, society and 
man adds significantly to the enjoyment of living. 

The need for education in the agricultural societies of 
past civilizations was minimal. Each family and groups of 
families were capable of independent existence. Their 
simple necessities were self-provided. Today's civilization 
is vastly different; specialization in skill, vocation, or pro- 
fession is of maximum inportance. An intricate network of 
communication and transportation is a must. Furthermore, 
a “free” society such as ours requires not the chaos of 
anarchy but the formulation and practice of the “Rules of 
the Game.” 

Higher education in the past consisted of the study of 
man’s history, of one or two classical languages, of hu- 
Mmanity’s culture — art, music, architecture — of the prin- 
ciples of one’s language, and of natural philosophy. These 
studies add much to our understanding and appreciation 
of life even today. But, current educational requirements 
are broader and deeper. Our civilization is highly 
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technical and tremendously complex. Our store of knowl- 
edge is highly scientific. Therefore, all education must 
include sufficient study of the method, history, signifi- 
cance, impact, and implication of science and technology. 
Just as technology must appreciate the ways of society, so 
society must possess some knowledge of technology. 
Culture and values involve technology. Furthermore, rapid 
change dictates more pertinency in our studies. In 
addition, the rapidly-increasing store of knowledge 
demands a more thoughtful subject selection and possibly 
new teaching-learning modes. 

Education is making some progress, but change is slow 
and painful. Somehow it must be eased and possibly ac- 
celerated. Continuing or adult education will likely 
assume a much larger role. 

Personal goals are likewise important in the achieve- 
ment of success and satisfaction. To reach meritorious 
goals, one must strive for self-esteem, use the power of 
reason to the fullest, be truthful, believe in what is right, 
treat other people respectably, and take pride in oneself 
and his society. 

Failure is often present in our endeavors. But, if we 
accept that it means only delay, not defeat, our full 
potential will be realized.”
